His work was soon taken others all over the country. Writing 
was added the curriculum. These zealous pioneers were anticipating 
the work the elementary schools. The Quakers, who continue asa 
tremendous force the social and educational life the country, were 
great service the Adult Schools. With the development ele- 
mentary education, following the Education Act 1870, the scope 
these schools widened considerably. Literature, science, history and 
economics were among number subjects studied with keen interest. 

Since 1911 the National Adult School Union has produced yearly 
handbook guide the lively discussions the 1,200 
year’s handbook, Achievement and Challenge, grapples with vital con- 
temporary issues. Professor Gilbert Murray has summed the spirit 
these Adult School discussions the following words: took part 
few weeks ago Adult School near Newcastle, where social subjects 
were ordinary Socialists, and few Liberals being 
present. have often been similar discussions among experts 
Oxford Common Rooms. the Common Rooms, doubt, one had 
more expert knowledge; but not think ever heard conflicting views 
put with more frankness and more good temper, more serious and 
eager desire think things out.”’ 
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Plays Vital Part 


The Workers’ Educational Association, parallel non-political move- 
ment, founded Albert Mansbridge 1903, has also played leading 
part enlarging the vista the thoughtful worker and providing him 
with the means tackle the problems which confront him. col- 
with the Trade Union and Co-operative Movements, the 
W.E.A. has maintained its close contact with the working classes. The 
Association has tackled with outstanding success the organization 
classes large variety subjects. tutors are provided for 
most the classes. This has been made possible the grants obtained 
from the local educational authorities. All adult education organiza- 
tions, including the W.E.A., have had their work facilitated the 
Board Education’s energies urging local authorities make pro- 
vision for adult education their areas. 

The latest report indicates the attendance over 64,000 students 
W.E.A. classes organized variety centres, including clubs, settle- 
ments and Adult Schools. Professor Tawney, the W.E.A. chairman, 
however, raises matter concern the whole movement comment- 
ing the proportion manual workers the classes. This proportion, 
not actually falling, not rising should, and lowest, not 
might have been anticipated those rural districts which present trans- 
port difficulties, but some the most highly industrialized regions 
the country. Only about 17,000 students—less than third the 
total number students attending grant earning classes—are manual 
workers. The remainder includes clerks, shop assistants, teachers, 
professional and postal workers and those engaged home duties. 
There undoubtedly much work still done all working-class 
organizations organizing intensive recruiting campaign among 
manual workers, which will make them alive the great value adult 
education essential corrective the deadening effects their 
occupation. must not, course, thought that the figure 64,000 
representative the total number British working men and women 
attending evening classes. Evening schools may roughly divided 
into two groups. The vocational supplied largely the local author- 
ities both London and the provinces their specialist institutions— 
the polytechnics, and the technical and commercial institutes. And the 
non-vocational supplied such bodies the W.E.A. and the N.A.S.U. 
whose aim not much give training professions trades 
stimulate wider cultural and social interests. with the W.E.A. 
section this latter group that now concerned. The aggregate 
number students attending both kinds school roughly 1,000,000. 
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Colleges for Workers 


The eight residential colleges for working men and women, which 
Ruskin the oldest and probably the best known, continue 
great deal interest because their unique function the 
educational system. Through these colleges, which are affiliated the 
Educational Settlements Association, few hundred workers, with the 
aid grants from local authorities and organizations, are enabled 
pursue continuous course study for least year, freed from the 
problems their daily round.

The students 
quickly realize the advantages college life with opportunities 
frequent discussion with the tutors, browsing well-stocked libraries 
and the fellowship the other students varied occupations from 
over the country. One student wrote his tutor, introduced 
For such reasons alone the residential colleges may justify 
their existence. 

Some time ago one the residential colleges produced survey 
what the students did after leaving college. More than per 
out total 250 returned their previous employment. most 
cases they were ready assume social responsibilities voluntary 
capacity and help pass the advantages their own training 
others. They serve Trade Unions and Courts Referees, act 
Juvenile Advisory Committees and Local Councils. They take leading 
part the work clubs, play centres, etc., and participate the work 
organizations for promoting peace and helping unemployed. The 
remainder strike out new careers the sphere social service and adult 
education. the influence these colleges spread, their students are 
the likely leaders working class movements and they must demand 
continual rise the social and cultural standards all workers. 


Development Community Centres 


order penetrate the large sections the public untouched 
adult education organization, Arnold Rowntree, President the 
tional Settlements Association, argues eloquently for the general extension 
educational settlements People’s Colleges. envisages time 
when such college (non-residential) will exist every district 
centre for bringing together various types individuals and merging 
them fellowship into common life. Toynbee Hall, the first 
ment this country, has illustrated striking manner the great 
social value the settlement the life the district. 
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The tremendous mass movement the population, almost per 
cent. the total, the vast housing estates, has created the immediate 
social problem providing community centres for crowds people, 
housed uniform style, with reference their tastes compatibility. 
The development these community centres should one the most 
significant features the whole range adult education. They should 
enrich the whole social life vast communities and attempt raise 
the spiritual standards the people. 


Multitudes Must Wakened 


Vocational and non-vocational education must not regarded 
separate activities since their organization interdependent and the 
same worker different periods life often derives benefit from both. 
The extensive work the L.C.C. the sphere adult education, 
catering does for vocational and non-vocational training, should 
not overlooked. The greatest local education authority the 
country has now good reason proud the extraordinary variety 
its evening institutes that cater for every possible taste. The crowded 
institutes prove that Londoners are prepared take full advantage 
unique facilities the evening institute type adult education. 
While many these institutes are concerned with training workers for 
practical purposes the history the City Literary Institute, which 
intended solely for adults who wish cultivate their tastes the arts 
and develop their intellectual interests, significant. Inaugurated just 
after the war with 180 students, its attendance had risen 6,000 ten 
years later. now entirely rebuilt and expects enrol about 
10,000 students. 

The adult education movement this country, whether voluntary 
organized local authorities, cannot afford complacent. 
determined effort must now made capture the interest the multi- 
tudes who are drifting through life. They must wakened from their 
dangerous apathy, through the inspiration adult education, before 
they disastrously affect the political future the country.

study music now admitted all but the most reactionary 
educationalists valuable factor enlarging and enriching 
the mental and spiritual life our people, and especially the 
education the younger generation. beneficial children and 
adolescents can and frequently does bestow similar benefits those 
riper years. discussing music subject for Adult Education, 
propose not touch the training the professional musician but 
confine myself the effect music, first the listener and secondly 
the amateur performer. 

The educational aspect music for the amateur intimately bound 
with its recreational aspect. regard natural that, the 
advertising columns our newspapers, concerts symphonic and 
chamber music should listed ‘‘Amusements’’, together with sensa- 
tional movies, burlesque shows and night clubs. Certainly the concert 
hall, though educational force, not school, and sensible person 
will want treat such. Yet concert-giving organizations, 
far they present the public the masterpieces the past and present, 
are fulfilling public function analogous that the Art Gallery, the 
Museum, the Library—that is, they preserve for the public the 
musical literature the past and display least some contemporary 
works. Without such organizations many the greatest musical 
masterpieces (especially those too large scale performed 
the home) would die, for most people only music that performed 
alive. 


Music Educational 


must therefore take into our serious consideration the music 
people select for themselves hear: man more apt value 

what has pay for, and people are willing pay according their 
means for what they really want. Whatever motive brings person 
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can hardly, unless passes his time state coma, escape some 
influence from the music. That influence will exerted proportion 
his background experience plus his mental alertness toward what 
heishearing. Here, think have the key definition education 
music: any music that intelligent man woman finds worthy 
genuine attention educational, and one educates oneself proportion 
one’s concentration. One certainly advances one’s musical education 
far more listening intently than practising apathetically. One 
adds one’s appreciation music also, when one learns distinguish 
the qualities the performer from those the music itself. have, 
the present day, far more opportunities getting know great 
music first hand than had any previous generation, and the im- 
personality the radio gramophone tends remove least some 
the glamour the performer, leaving face face with the composer. 


Danger Non-appreciation 


great danger that may come treat too cheaply the fine 

things hear through our radios and gramophones. They cost 
comparatively little money, and still less effort. People who 
the trouble, winter’s night, bundling themselves into over- 
coats and goloshes, who (if they don’t own motor) may have wait 
street corner for street car while icy wind does its best 
penetrate their bones, and, having arrived the concert hall and 
paid hard-earned cash for ticket, may have climb many stairs 
gallery seat which, when they reach it, probably not nearly comofrt- 
able the arm chair they left home—such people nevertheless stand 
better chance getting the best out the music than the comfortable 
stay-at-homes listening the same concert the air. Not only 
better hear piece music first hand than reproduction 
(just better see original painting than the best photographic 
reproduction it)—but also the very physical effort makes one mentally 
keener. many homes afraid the radio left when nobody 
listening it, but you want learn anything about music can 
only done active response. Listening radio calls for physical 
effort but all the more important make mental effort. 
doing you will discern for yourself what worth listening and what 
You will develop preferences and judgments—preferences and 
judgments that mean not only discrimination taste, but also develop- 
ment character. Listening with attention will make you want 
know more about music you are hearing. Never the history the 
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world were greater facilities provided for this purpose, and all evidence 
goes show that people are taking advantage them. Booksellers 
tell that within the last few years sales books music 
increased 300%, and the sale the better type gramophone records, 
after serious slump during the earlier days radio, has returned 
nearly its old volume and still increasing. Reports from Libraries 
indicate the same trend. Obviously the present flood books 
musical appreciation the result widespread demand. genuine 
desire study music seriously has swept over most civilized countries: 
radio sponsors may assured that the musical intelligence the public 
the whole far superior what was few years ago, spite the 
more clamourous section that writes support meretricious pro. 
grammes. 


Form Gramophone Club 


the keen listener, classes musical appreciation, ear-training and 
allied subjects are held many cities and the number excellent 
books published aid listening legion. would suggest the 
formation libraries—public private—of good gramophone records. 
Gramophone Club would divide the expense purchasing records, 
and there enormous advantage the music lover being able 
hear his favourite works frequently repeated. 

Universities and other educational institutions that establish classes 
musical history and appreciation may reasonably sure ade- 
quate response. Two Extension Courses now being conducted the 
Toronto Conservatory Music have this year combined enrolment 
about 150, and several additional courses outside the University 
Extension scheme are receiving enthusiastic support. The same true 
other centres, and the response radio talks music has been most 
gratifying.

Dean Faculty Music 
University Saskatchewan 


URING the past decade there has been very definite advance 
the status music within the educational orbit. To-day music 
essential the school curriculum each our Provincial 

Departments Education, and our universities the value music 
cultural subject being increasingly recognized. 

the outset the inclusion music the curriculum found some 
school districts totally unprepared. The services school music 
expert were quite beyond their means; and most their teaching staff 
who had proved their competence other subjects had the rush 
intensive and all too brief Normal College training given little 
attention music. 


Teachers Solve Problem 


problem has been solved mainly the teachers themselves. 

section the community persistently enquiring and 
progressively minded the school-teaching profession. These qualities 
have been convincingly shown their eager response the special 
classes School Music Methods provided Saturday mornings during 
the school session and University Summer Schools. Some enthusiastic 
individuals have gone farther, giving freely their time and means 
the private study music. Despite more progressive outlook and 
increased musical activity our normal colleges, standards school 
music within the same province vary from abysmal incompetence 
high attainment. Too many Provincial Departments Education 
permit the practice rote singing stages far beyond its usefulness. 
the kindergarten department and Grades One and Two has 
certain measure justification, but even these early grades the 
elements sight-reading and ear-training may successfully taught. 
emphasize this point from practical experience and also the testimony 
some the most eminent school music authorities the Empire. 
maintain rote singing stage beyond the grades mentioned 
mistake. More attention should paid the choice song material. 
There abundance school songs now available suitable for every 
stage the school curriculum which combine literary value with sterling 
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musical worth. Notwithstanding this fact, school song-books are 
being foisted our young people which touch the depths poetic 
puerility and musical and three-part songs for 
children age where the compass demands the lower part 
menace the proper development their young voices. The tragedy 
that many these song-books which cannot too strongly condemned 
are published under the editorship alleged authorities school music. 


Music Cultural Subject 


GAINST these darker areas school music Canada can cite 
many personal experiences school singing from small towns 
well city schools Canada which matter and manner have attained 
standard accomplishment comparable with the highest standards 
the Empire. 

The initial impetus the recognition music cultural subject 
our universities was given Dr. Walter Murray, President the 
University Saskatchewan, 1931, when the establishment the 
Carnegie Chair Music was decided offer music elective 
two the three years courses leading the degree Bachelor 
The success this progressive move plain. 

Music professional subject has long held place within the 
Faculties our older universities, but their recognition music 
cultural subject within the Arts courses comparatively recent and 
welcome development the broader scheme university education. 


Music Festival Helps 


the most stimulating influences the development music 
Canada the Competitive Music Festival movement. 
democratic form public music-making now extends across the Dominion 
from the Maritimes British Columbia. Music festivals are functioning 
strategic points every Province Canada. Manitoba claims the 
largest music festival the Empire, the festival held each year 
the city Winnipeg. Saskatchewan where the Festival Association 
functions directly under the auspices the university, fewer than 
twelve festivals are scheduled for 1938 centres throughout the province. 
Western Canada has proved the ideal nursery for this Dominion-wide 
movement. Its influence seen generally enhanced and wider 
musical outlook, individual and communal. 
Examiners visiting Western Canada connection with recognized 
local examinations music have frequently testified the high standard 
work discovered areas which have enjoyed the benefit com- 
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petitive musical festival. The movement has withstood many criticisms, 
most which can attributed personal prejudice human dis- 
ability. comprehensive festival syllabus provides for every form 
legitimate music-making, from the rhythm band, singing game and 
nursery rhyme the tiny tots the more sophisticated work the 
collegiate and high school choral societies, church choirs, orchestras, 
bands, instrumental and vocal ensembles city and small town alike; 
solo instrumental and vocal classes all stages musical development. 
Even the much criticized saxophone (which someone cynically described 
ill wind that nobody blew good) not omitted. The Musical 
Festival encourages young and old make music the best possible 
type the best possible way. With proper approach can prove 
real refresher the teacher, stimulus the student, and practical 
means developing within the auditor more acute awareness 
qualitative technique and interpretation, keener sense discrimination, 
and definite enrichment the appreciation and enjoyment music. 


Asset 


Music Festival has already accomplished much for music 

Canada and holds promise much more. organized, 
practical and ably directed musical organization, Choral Society, 
Operatic Society Symphony Orchestra, real asset any 
community. 

the larger American cities have ample evidence the attitude 
these enlightened their liberal personal and municipal 
subsidy Symphony Orchestras, some which under master conductors 
have attained international reputation. 

Canada enjoys but few instances this generous community endow- 
ment musical organizations. Notwithstanding this lack there are 
to-day, apart from the older and very worthy organizations the larger 
cities Eastern Canada, Symphony Orchestras and choral organizations 
functioning cities every province Canada; effectively wearing 
down apathy and courageously meeting adverse financial budgets, strong 
the faith their musical and spiritual the community.

Reference was made the work schools visited 
where cultural training for adults was offered. 

Professor Rayner gave condensed summary the major items 
the Adult Education program under way each the nine provinces. 
Space will not permit the listing these items but note should made 
the remarkable vitality, nearly all the provinces, the Women’s 
Institutes and kindred clubs, the great impact being made the 
Extension Service St. Francis Xavier University the economic 
problems Eastern Nova Scotia and the diversified and well-balanced 
cultural program offered the Extension Service Alberta University. 
The organization and objectives the Canadian Association for Adult 
Education were also briefly outlined.

speakers. Special emphasis was laid the great need for more adequate 
library facilities. (or longer) schools drama, art, leadership, 
etc., were accepted serving vital need and the fertile field offered 
through the radio received particular attention. 
Reports the Federal-Provincial youth training program being 
carried out were presented and keenly discussed. was 
agreed that the work should continued and that the Government 
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should commended for instituting the program. The reception the 
program, the rural field particularly, was indicated being enthus- 
with excellent community co-operation the rule. The great variety 
successful projects undertaken was noted indicating the wealth 
the opportunity presented. 


Some Resolutions 


the closing session resolutions were unanimously adopted. Ask- 
ing the Canadian Association for Adult Education explore the 
possibility securing reduced royalty rates plays, the present rates 
being regarded considerable deterrent active interest dramatics. 
That the postal authorities urged provide greatly reduced postage 
rates library books. Rates comparable those which obtain within 
states the U.S.A. were suggested. That the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation urged give much time possible educational 
broadcasts originating particularly from Universities and that such 
programs favourably placed time. Full co-operation with the 
Corporation this end was offered. Reporting that the Federal- 
Provincial Youth Training Program has been substantial value the 
people the four provinces and requesting that continued for 
definite number years. was agreed that the continuation the 
work would provide effective, practical means for assisting meet 
the problem unemployment well rebuilding morale these 
provinces. 

Throughout the Conference ffort was made keep mind the 
present period economic stress Western Canada. live nobly 
one must first have the means life and was recognized that the 
rehabilitation Agriculture the prairie provinces and the development 
cultural interests must achieved, possible, concurrently. 

the meetings concluded appreciation was expressed the many 
courtesies extended the Conference the University Saskatchewan.
